The suit of Mary E. Merrill, by whom the town was 
sued for fifteen thousand dollars in 1891 was tried for the 
second time in May 1893, and decided in our favor: thus 
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disposing of this question. The cost of both trials and all 
expenses was $577.99. 

In August last a large number of our tax payers, in- 
cluding all of onr business men with one exception, peti- 
tioned the board that a night watchman patrol the streets 
from 10 Pp. M.to5 A.M. We engaged Mr. C. E. Barker for 
this service for three months at $50.00 per month. 

The entire expense for police service for the year is 
$389.08 ; deducting the $150.00 paid for this extra night 
service, leaves the cost of the regular work but $239.08; 
deduct $93.30 received for fines and the net cost to the town 
is but $145.78 for the year, against $181.86 in 1892 and 
$291.88 in 1891. 

In 1892 the town at its annual meeting in March voted 
that the Selectmen should buy or condemn the land in front 
of store of Webster, Russell & Co., and known as the 
“Common” at a sum not exceeding $2,000.00, to be used as 
a public park, but raised no money for that purpose. A 
hearing was held in August 1893, the land apprised and 
awards made as follows : 


To F. W. and M. W. Russell, $1,500 00 
Cummings Spaulding, 275 00 
Congregational Church Society, 50 00

The awards were accepted by all except (. Spaulding, 
who appealed from onr award to the County Commission- 


ers, who have confirmed our award, but the decision will not 
be rendered till the next term of court. 


Adding the sum of $1,550.00 paid for the common to 
the balance in favor of the town at the close of the fiscal 
year, the net assets stand at $2,179.99 against $1,077.35 
March 1, 1893, showing gain of $1,172.64. 
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During the coming year, unless our tax payers see fit 
to raise money outside of the usual course, in our opinion, 
the rate of taxation can be reduced nearly, if not quite, one- 
fourth of one per cent., under the :eeular tax of 1893.

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ROAD AGENTS REPORT. 


Under the highway law passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, each town is constituted as one highway district 
instead of being subdivided into many districts as heretofore, 
but for the purpose of plainly showing in what parts of the 
town the highway tax is raised and where expended, your 
agents have kept up the old district lines and appointed sub- 
agents or foremen in the several districts to have immediate 
care of the roads in their respective localities. 

Under the law your road agents could with the appro- 
val of the Selectmen have drawn from the town treasury 
such sums as were needed each month to pay all bills for la- 
bor and material used in the repair of highways, but we 
adopted what we think is a better and safer plan. All bills 
to be approved by your agents and then paid by the town 
treasurer direct to the party to whom the amount was due. 
In this way we have relieved ourselves of the responsibility 
of handling and caring for any portion of the town’s funds. 

Your agents served their first terin of office free of 
charge, as did Mr. A. M. Kidder for the five years previous, 
but this )ear after consulting the Selectmen the sum of 15 
cents per hour while actually engaged in highway work was 
fixed upon as being fair to all eoncerned. The most exten- 
sive single piece of work in the past year was the raising of 
the road-bed between Five Points crossing and Baker’s Riv- 
er bridge, and this was undertaken as the Congregational 
Church Society and Mr. F. H. Rollins gave the grade and 
furnished the shovelers, the only expense paid by the town 
was for haulage. 

A retaining wall abont ninety feet long and from three 


to six feet high was built immediately west of Mrs. Brock’s 
house on Mill street. East of Mrs. Brock’s house the old 
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wall is about ready to fall into the mill pond and a large 
quantity of stone has been hauled there, ready to be laid the 


coming spring. 


Nearly thirty cords of stone suitable to be used in the 
stone crusher have been delivered near Pierce’s mill, where 
it is expected to place the crusher; this stone to be used in 


repairing Highland and Main streets.

A new Bangor Ladder has been pur- 
chased but have had no occasion to use it as yet, except in 
drill, and hope it will be 4 long time before it will be found 
necessary to do so, but think it will be of great use when 
ealled in play. 

The Fire Alarm has worked Tene the past year and 
the only wonder is how we ever got along without it, and it 
would be hard to part with it now. Six new tappers have 
been placed in the firemen’s rooms in different parts of the 
village, so that they can respond in very quick time and so 
eall up others on their way to the fire. 

The district we think ought to raise money enough to 
reimburse the Hook and Ladder Company, al-o the High- 
land Hose Company, as they have proved very efficient at all 
fires, especially the Hook and Ladder Company, by lending 
aid to the hoseman in fighting the fire. 

The drills have not been as many as could have been 
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wished on account of the drought, not wishing to use any 
more water than was necessary. 

The Hose House is sadly in need of a coat of paint and 
in looks does not compare very well with other buildings on 
the street; also the hydrants need painting very much. We 
hope to see them take on a brighterlook before another year 
goes by.
